12-22 to inventions non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 12-22 have been 
cancelled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-1 1 are allowed primarily because the prior art singly or in combination 
do not teach or suggest the claimed invention regarding the method of making a 
semiconductor device as delineated in claim 1 lines 4-9 including performing a 
processing operation using the spacer as a mask and creating a layer on the spacer, 
and removing the spacer comprising applying a first dry etch process to remove the 
layer on the spacer, the first dry etch utilizing a fluorine-contained plasma, and applying 
a second wet etch process to remove the spacer. 

For the record, in Paper No. 1203, mailed December 15, 2003, page 2 line 2, 
under grouping I, the phrase "a process of making" was inadvertently omitted after 
"drawn to" and is to be added thereto, consistent with the identification on the same 
page at line 9.
